huge water tower. 


Secret alarms were broadcast to 


police and intelligence service mem- 
bers patrolling port cities to watch 
incoming ships of all kinds includ- 
ing fishing vessels. 


Scotland Yard, clinging to its or- 


iginal theory regarding the explo- 
sonis, tentatively attributed the ter- 
roristic outrages to the outlawed 
Irish Republican army. They point- 
ed out that this organization, seek- 
ing complete independence and uni- 
fication of all Ireland, lias blown up 
a number of customs houses along 
the frontier between Eire and north- 
ern Ireland recently.

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ONE RESOLUTION YOU SHOULD KEEP

Y this time, most of your New Year's resolutions have prob- 


ably been broken. 
That's only human. 
But there's one 


resolution every one of us should make and keep for the twelve 
months ahead/ Here it is: 
"1 resolve to do my part, as a 


motorist and, pedestrian, to help reduce, America's ghastly death 
and accident toll." 


During a large part of 1938, the accident rale declined. 


But we haven't yet earned the right to compliment ourselves 
and sit back on our laurels. 
Tens of thousands of people died 


unnecessarily last year—the victims of recklessness and ignor- 
ance. Tens of thousands more will die unnecessarily this year— 
unless all of us do something about it. 


There are three basic approaches to the accident problem. 


First, comes education: 
And that doesn't mean just teaching 


the rudiments of safety to school children. 
It also means 


reaching the adult—continuously and pointedly—with those 
simple instructions and suggestions that, if followed, will re- 
duce the hazards of motoring 90 per cent. 


Second, comes law enforcement. 
A number of American 


cities have materially reduced their accident rates by revising 
their traffic codes, training their traffic police, and doing away 
with fixing. 


Third, comes better street and highway design, to elimin- 


ate "accident prone" locations. 
Many an intersection which 


was a virtual death trap has been made safe through competent 
engineering. 
Every community should start on a long-time 


program that will gradually do away with this cause of deaths 
and injuries. 


We can have safety—if we want it, and are willing to earn 


it. 
This is a universal problem, and its solution depends on the 


cooperation of us all. 
We made progress toward that end last 


year—let's do a great deal more this year.

SCIENCE SHOULD KNOW 


Score another victory for science. 
The British government recently planned to spend more than 


$100,000,000 on back-yard "mail order" bomb-proof shelters when hoots 
of derision from a group of scientists halted the program's progress. 


The shelters, according to the scientific committee, 
if placed 


against walls, as would be necessary in crowded areas, would be buried 
under debris frdm air raids, thus rendered useless. 


It is in vital matters like this concerning national welfare and 


protection that the opinions of scientific experts should first be sought, 
thereby preventing costly or tragic mistakes by well-meaning but un- 
informed 
laymen. 


And to further prove that the British men of science were not 


devoid of constructive suggestions, the protesting group urged the fur- 
therance of "a really effective scheme of communal bomb-proof cel- 
lars, which, together with evacuation, can give a high degree of pro- 
tection to our civil population" in the event of war. 


WHEN FRANKLIN WAS YOUNG 


This is. the birthday of a truly 


great American, Benjamin Frank- 
lin, who was born 233 years ago on 
a Sunday. Abraham 
Lincoln 
also 


was born on a Sunday, but 19 years 
after Franklin 'died. Franklin was 
a young man of 26 when Washing- 
ton was born. Mutual admirers, they 
unselfishly 
worked 
shoulder 
to 


shoulder for their country. 


The Declaration of Independence, 


the Treaty of Alliance with France, 
the Treaty of Pails at the close .of 
the Revolutionary war, and the Con- 
stitution of the United States all 
were signed by Franklin, . the only 
man thus honored. 


Large Family 


Benjamin Franklin was the thir- 


teenth of a family of 15 children, 
eight of those by the second wife, 
The mother of the first five died 
after the birth of the fifth. Except- 
ing the three who died very young, 
all these children grew up together 
Benjamin 
Franklin certainly 
had 


playmates. And they helped disci- 
pline him, as revealed by his own 
story of the whistle. Here it is: 


"When -I was a child of 
seven 


years old, my friends, on a holiday, 
filled ray pockets with coppers. I 
went directly to a shop where they 
sold toys for children; and being 
charmed with the sound of a whistle 
that I met by the way in the hands 
of another boy, I voluntarily offered 
r»nd gave all my money for one. I 
then came home and, went whistling 
all over the house," much pleased 
with my whistle, but disturbing all 
the family. My brothers and sisters 
and cousins, understanding the bar- 
gain I had made, told me I had giv- 
en four times as much for it as it 
was worth; put me in mind what 
good things I might have bought 
with the rest, of the money, and 
laughed at me so much for my folly 
that I cried with vexation; and the 
reflection 
gave me more chagrin 


than the whistle gave me pleasure."

Little Formal Schooling'

Benjamin Franklin 
had only 
a 


I small amount of normal schooling, 
yet he became about the most fa- 
mous scholar and scientist of 
his 


day, honored at home and abroad. 
Yale and Harvard universities con- 
fsrred degrees upon him. and he was 
elected a Fellow of the Royal Soci- 
ety of England. He educated him- 
self, even mastering several foreign 
languages. In later life he wrote: 


"For a >child I was fond of read- 


ing, and all the little money that 
came into my hands was laid out in 
books... .Often I sat up in my room 
reading 
the greatest part of 
the 


night." When 16, appenticed to his 
older brother as printer, Benjamin 
boarded himself on very simple fare 
and, 
with the money 
he saved, 


, bought books. While his brother and

other printers went out for 


meals, 
Benjamin 
remained alone 


and read after he had a simple meal 
of "a biscuit or a slice of bread, a 
handful of raisins or a tart from the 
pastry cook's and a glass of water."

MR. HOPKIN'S POLITICS 


The Administration for a long time denied that there was pol- 


itics in relief. Harry L. Hopkins, WPA Administrator, was indignant in 
his rejection of charges that his organization was being used for political 
purposes. 


Well, it now seems that it was true, and the witness who admits 


it is none other than Mr. Hopkins himself. 
Under a 31.-i-hour examin- 


ation at the hands of the Senate Committee on Commerce, inquiring 
into his fitness to be Secretary of Commerce, Mr. Hopkins confessed 
error. Asked regarding political speeches he had made as head of WPA, 
Mr. Hopkins said: 


"I do not want to duck that question. I\do not want to imply I 


withdrew the contents of those speeches, but if I had the road to go 
over again, I would not have made them as Relief Administrator." 


When Senator Vandenberg of Michigan showed a rising curve of 


WPA employment during the 1938 campaign, and just prior to the Novem- 
ber election, with thereafter a drop, Mr. Hopkins said: 


"I realize that there are people so cynical they say the rolls would 


be increased for an election." 


There were 2,700,000 on the relief rolls in June, 1938, according to 


Mr, Vandenberg's chart, and 3,262,000 on the rolls the first week in 
November. If it be cynicism to suspect the reason for this rise, Mr. 
Hopkins leaves his critics to make the most of it. His answer is: "I do 
not want to tell you there has been no politics in relief, but we have 
tried to keep it out." 
He admits, however, that WPA supervisors were 


"pushed" by outside influence. But none of them was fired. As to the 
reason for not discharging them, Mr. Hopkins was vague. On this point 
he said: 


"I think they (WPA local officials) should have been pitched out 


on their ear. They were not. I don't want to duck the responsibility 
in my shop, see? I think we should have fired them. We made mis- 
takes." 


As Senator White of Maine remarked, confession is good for the 


soul. But it doesnt change the record; it doesn't correct the misuse 
of relief funds in the 1938 elections. 


In short, what do the Administration and Congress intend to do 


about it now, if anything?

Speaking about the Pan-American 


Conference held, in Lima, Peru, it 
may be a little difficult for Amer- 
icans to realize just why the rep- 
resentatives from the South Amer- 
ican republics were unwilling to sup- 
port, wholeheartedly, the terms of 
the Monroe Doctrine. 


Through the years English and 


German'influences have besn very 
busy in South America, particularly 
in Buenos Aires. These Britishers 
and Germans, to say nothing of the 
French, studied the South American 
market very intently. 
They estab- 


lished banks in Buenos Aires and 
other capitals of South America, 
but particularly in Buenos Aires. 
They made it their business to know 
the demands of the South Amer- 
ican market; what South Americans 
needed by way of merchandise. of 
all kinds. They made it their busi- 
ness- also to know the manner in 
which South Americans paid for 
this merchandise, the time of pay- 
ment and all that. The manufac- 
turers and wholesalers of Europe 
sent to South America representa- 
tives who spoke the language of 
South 
America; 
who knew 
the 


habits and customs of South Amer- 
icans, and the South Americans 
grew to like these people very much. 
Until the National City Bank of 
New York established Its bank at 
Buenos Aires, there had been no 
intelligent analysis of South Amer- 
ican habits 
and 
customs 
made 


known to American merchants. 


It had been very difficult for 


Americans to fit into this scheme of 
things in the southern hemisphere. 
It was- natural, therefore, for the 
delegates to that Lima conference to 
do a little sneering at the represen- 
tatives from this nation. 
Our rep- 


resentatives did not speak Spanish, 
They addressed these Spanish peo-. 
pic in English, 
At..all their con- 


ferences they had to havo every- 
thing translated to them. 
They 


could not read a Spanish document 
of any kind submitted to them with- 
out a translator first translating it, 
in other words, our representatives, 
not only knew no Spanish, but they 
knew very little of the Spanish cus- 
toms and, manners.

Minimum Wages For 


Steel Industry In 


Nation

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
17— Mini- 


mum wages for the steel industry 
ranging dowr.vard from 62.5 cents 
an hour in northern and central sec- 
tions where most of the nation's 
steel output is produced, to 45 cents 
an hour in the soiu'n and southeast, 
were proclaimed under the Walsh- 
Healy law Monday afternoon by 
Secretary of Labor Prances Perkins. 


The wage minimums go into ef- 


fect after January 31, and apply to 
all steel produced for government 
contracts of $10,000 or more. Since 
much of the 
government-purchased 


steel goes into navy vessels, a ma- 
jority of government contracts for 
steel' run above the $10,000 contract 
minimum. 


Determination of the wage mini- 


mums was based on nearly a year of 
hearings and re-hearings. The pro- 
clamation, carrying the signature of 
Assistant Secretary Charles V. Mc- 
Laughlin as acting secretary in the 
absence of Miss Perkins from Wash- 
ington, provided that 
apprentices 


might be paid wages below the min- 


imum if their employment conform- 
ed to standards of the federal com- 
mittee on apprenticeship. 


Four Major Sectors 


Four major sectors were set out in 


the proclamation fixing the wage 
floor for steel produced for the gov- 
ernment: 


1. 62.5 cents an hour or its equiv- 


alent on piece work; Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware, Maryland, 
Ken- 


tucky, New Jersey, New York, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, Massachu- 
setts, Vermont, New Hampshire, 
Maine and the District of Columbia, 
and in West Virginia the counties 
of Hancock, Brooke, Ohio, Marshall. 
Harrison and Monongalia. and the 
central states of Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan, Indiana and Illinois, except for 
"the area in and about East St. 
Louis." 


2. 60 cents an hour: Washington, 


Oregon, California, Montana, Idaho, 
Nevada, 
Wyoming, 
New Mexico, 


Utah, Colorado and Arizona. 


3. 58.5 cents an hour: North Da- 


kota, South Dakota, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, and 
the area "in and about East St. 
Louis, 111.11. 


4. 45 cents an hour: Louisiana, Ar- 


kansas, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Florida, Oklahoma, 
Texas, Alabama, Tennessee, Georgia, 
Virginia and West Virginia except 
within 
the 
counties of Hancock, 


Brooke, Ohio, Hanson, Monongalia 
and Marshall.

UPSET STOMACH 


Colds and other infections aren't 


the only causes of vomiting and 
diarrhea 
in children. Sometimes, 


•when these symptoms persist, it is 
found that tne baby has an abnor- 
mal digestive tract, For instance, I 
remember one child who .vomited 
persistently. He had no cold, no 
other infection \ve could find; we 
changed his feedings, but with little 
success. Finally, investigation show- 
ed that a muscle at the lower end 
of the stomach was too tight. 


In such a case, the only thing to 


do is to operate and split that taut 
muscle so t'nat swallowed food can 
get through. This condition is given 
the scientific name of pyloric ste- 
nosis, and it occurs more often with 
boys than with girl babies. When a 
child is suffering from this abnor- 
mality, it will be noticed that his 
vomiting is projectile—that is, he 
throws it forcibly out of his mouth. 


Sometimes babies are born with 


a nervous tension that seems to keep 
their muscles always tight. Some- 
times their bodies are so rigid that 
if you pick them up by the head 
and the heels they seem like a piece 
of wood. 


This is rather rare, of course. 


When it does happen, you can often 
see how that nervousness has been 
inherited from t'ne parents. You will 
see a tense, nervous mother or fath- 
er, who not only contributed to this 
heritage but who. now that the child 
is aggrevating it with nervous be- 
havior. 
- When you find such a youngster, 
you find that the muscles controlling 
the stomach will be just as tight as 
are those of the rest of the body. The 
result is that when he swallows food, 
and it gets into the stomach, the

! the stomach. 


If the child is suffering from this 


particular form of abnormality, then 
his doctor is the one to look after 
him. What he will probably do is to 
give him a mild sedative just before 
feeding, so that the muscles of the 
stomach will be relaxed as the food 
passes through it in the digestive 
process. 


The doctor will also, quite likely, 


speak to the mother or father about 
controlling their nervous tendencies 
as well. You know, it's pretty hard 
for a child to be calm and relaxed if 
a high-strung, jittery mother can't 
control herself when she is with him 
and waiting on him. 


Occasionally some disturbance in 
| the brain of a new-born infant may 
' cause vomiting. Usually these are 


babies born after severe labor. Due 
to the difficulty they have had be- 
ing brought out into the world, there 
are small areas in the brain where 
bleeding has occurred. These babies 
are usually difficult, to feed and 
vomit a great deal. 


This just brings us back to what 


I told you weeks ago—the most dan- 
gerous time of a child's life is when 
it is being born. That is why I have 
advised prospective mothers to make 
absolutely sure that when they are 
confined they will have a doctor in 
attendance who knows his job. And 
they must have absolute confidence 
in his ability to conduct the birth 
successfully. 


When your child vomits or has 


diarrhea because there is some in- 
fection upsetting his -system, it is a 
good idea to reduce the strength of 
his feedings by removing some of 
the milk and substituting water. Not 
only does this remove some of the 
load from the stomach, but in diar- 
rhea, there is great danger of de- 
hydration. For this reason water 
should be given freely between feed- 
ings.

Later on came Tommy O'Toole 


the 
bantamweight, 
of 
Plymouth, 


who was managed by "Fakir" James 
of Plymouth. So far as we know 


. there is no relationship between 


Governor James and O'Toole's man- 
ager. Te latter is now a hotelman 
in Plymouth. 


In O'Toole's day he was regarded 


by the late Billy Rocap of the Phil- 
adelphia Ledger and other sport 
writers of Philadelphia as one of 
the best fighters, in his division. He 
had many encounters with the good 
Billy Bevan of Newton, whom we 
brought here to box Yankee Gilbert. 


We yet remember the battle cry of 


the Plymouth fans whenever one of 
Plymouth's sons was engaged in any 
athletic event. As soon as the ath- 
lete made his appearance, especially 
in the ring, they would rise and in 
unison shout: "Shawnee against the 
world!" 


Those were the days prior to 


James district attorneying in Lu- 
zerne county. 
They were in the 


days after Tommy Quigley had left 
an active role as a fighter, likewise 
Ward, and Tommy became a pro- 
moter. Of recent years Quigley has 
not been promoting bouts. 
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everyone able to leave Plymouth and 
vicinity today is in Harrisburg where 
Plymouth's home town boy was in- 
augurated as the governor of Penn- 
sylvania, it having been estimated 
that 100.000 crowded into the state 
capital. 


There was a time in Pennsylvania 


when it was illegal to participate in

was termed a "prize 


fight." An evidence of this was clip- 
ped here recently from the Mead- 
ville Tribune which says: "Jimmy 
Dime and Mike Farager will get a 
warm reception if they ever strike 
Mercer county again, as charges of 
prize-fighting 
have 
been 
made 


against them by Constable Ed. Pow- 
ell of West Middlesex and the grand 
jury has returned a true bill against 
both of them." This item was ear- 
ned 
January 
14, 1895. We 
recall 


when it was customary to sneak in- 
to a barn or fire-house and drag the 
equipment to the side then pitch the 
ring and let the boys go to it with all 
cheers and applause ordered elim- 
inated, Jimmie Dunn once told us 
of fighting in Lowellville and of try- 
ing to escape in a buggy and of be- 
ing caught by the law before he 
could reach the Pennsylvania line. 
We also recall making out the ar- 
ticles for the Burke-O'Donnell fight 
fought hear Pittston, and the law 
offering a reward the next day for 
:he participants thereof. Nowadays 
boxing is conducted legally and 'is 
patronized by people who years ago 
would have' blushed if boxing was 
mentioned in their presence.

Man Of Understanding- 


A man of understanding is one of 


variety, he continued. 
"Don't get 


off in a comer with one string. 
There is too much discord in the 
world today Instead of harmony be- 
cause of the one string fiddlers, peo- 
ple with one virtue. Pride is a mat- 
ter of what's inside you, what's m 
your head, not what's on it. We 
need to have the wrinkles ironed out 
so that we are wholesome." 


Urging tlie graduates, whose par- 


ents and friends attended the serv- 
ice, to be progressive, Rev. McLean 
said "We're not living 40 years ago. 
If we were we'd have been moving 
so slow we'd all have been run over. 


"Every boy has certain rights and 


a right to attain those rights. The 
right to a strong body, and if you 
don't have now is the time to lay the 
foundation. 
Every boy has a right 


to a strong brain, right to tools, 
right to friends and a right to char- 
acter." 


After recounting the familiar story 


of Abraham Lincoln, he urged the 
group "To keep your thinker wound 
up, keep it going and keep it going 
with the oil of meditation." 


Everyone wants to get more out 


of life than they put in, the speaker 
emphasized, and deplored the fact 
that people continue to make the 
same mistakes time after time. "Now 
the book of the great world is be- 
fore you, choose between a back- 
ground and a dimple, which one 
will you take? Dream your dreams, 
build your air-castles, you'll be bet- 
ter for it. 
Don't go through 
life 


shooting cap pistols; put some bul- 
lets in your gun so you'll make the 
other fellow jump. It's not that we 
miss the mark, we aim too low. Al- 
ways shoot high. 
Have a purpose 


and stick to it, don't just wobble 
around. There'll be lions along the 
way but the roar of the lion will 
never scare a determined soul, or at 
least he'll never show that it does," 
were among the minister's conclud- 
ing statements in his terse address 
throughout which there was a vein 
of appropriate humor that pleased 
the audience and held their com- 
plete attention.

both the salutatorian, Miss Martha 
Potter, and the valedictorian, Miss 
Virginia Fraser, gave interesting and 
appropriate talks.

When that grew cumber- 
some, symbols were used and finally 
speech came into use. Miss Potter 
told of the origin of many words 
and the manner in which they have 
changed during the ages and offered 
the great number of words available 
today as tools of preparation. 


"When my ship comes in" is a 


popular saying. Miss Fraser began 
her talk, "Ours To Venture", and 
added, "there is no return of wealth 
until the sender has ventured a car- 
go of materials". Many have ven- 
tured with ideas, and a few of those 
mentioned were Jane Adams, Lu- 
ther Burbank, Madame Curie and 
Charles Lindbergh. Progress is due 
to those who have dared to venture- 
Skepticism exists today and every- 
one feels there is no place open for 
them. 
Specifying the traffic, hous- 


ing, smoke, disease and health prob- 
lems, the valedictorian declared that 
every field is- open to new ideas. 
Concluding, she urged her class- 
mates to be firm in their resolves,

preiidency in 1940 only to finally 
grind whatever political ambitions 
he may have cherished 
into 
the 


earth by his overwhelming defeat 
for the United States senate by Sen 
James J. Davis, Republican. 


Democrats Weaken 


It was a period, too, that saw the 


Democratic party, 
internally 
the 


strongest in the state's history when 
.it grasped the political reins in 1935, 
weaken under pressure of party dis- 
sension and eventually 
relinquish 


the governmental helm once again 
to the G. O. P. 


A conflict unprecedented in Penn- 


sylvania history came to the fore 
within the past year between the 
legislative, executive and judicial 
branches of the state government. 
The Dauphin county and state su- 
preme courts frequently invalidated 
Democratic 
inspired legislation. 


Consequently, the administration, 


with two of its major laws declared 
unconstitutional' and attempts 
to 


stave off a grand jury investigation 
of its leaders spiked, accused the ju-

"political-mindedness," 


Governor Earle, in his final message 
to the legislature, deplored the "en- 
croachment" of the judiciary on the 
"government of a free people."
